Continuation of Substance of interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The attomey of record. Ms. Alexander discussed general nature of 
the invention particularly, t^at instant invention is differ from prior art of Akamatsu et al. because claims composition 
maintains the concentration of lycopene for at least three months at 25 degree Celsius and do not require micro- 
capsules which is reljuired by Akamatsu et al. The Examiner discussed that Akamatsu et al. teach all the components 
required by instant claim 1 . Therefore, the limitation of stability set forth in claim 1 would be inherent property. .
